Probation Officer Handles 
126 Cases In Jones County 


One of the m ajor problems fa­ 
cing this session of the Texas Legis­ 
lature is the one of redistricting. 
Every IO years, following the cen­ 
sus, the state legislature must re­ 
align the cong res si on a1, state sena­ 
torial and state representative dis­ 
tric ts. 


T h i s i s always a task that is 
dreaded. And the court's one m an- 
one vote rule has not done anything 
to help the situation. 


This m atter of redistricting is 
even more of an issue anti a prob­ 
lem for West Texas because of de­ 
clining population. 


There will be a hearing in Abi­ 
lene Friday by the sub-com m ittee of 
the House Committee on Congres­ 
sional and Legislative Redistricting 
to take testimony considering th e 
wishes of the people of West Texas. 


T h i s p a s t w e e k t h e Abi­ 
lene Chamber of Commerce came 
out with a plan for the redistricting 
of both the Legislative and Congres - 
sional districts that meets the court 
requirem ents as to variations in pop­ 
ulation and seem s to take care of 
our area of the state pretty well. 


The plan calls for adding 1‘2 coun­ 
ties to the 17th C o n g r e s s i o n a l dis­ 
tric t s e r v e d by Omar Burleson. 
This is necessary to come up with 
th e r e q u ir e d n u m b er o f p e o p le . 
I he 
new 43 -county district would in­ 
clude 465,791 people which is close 
enough to the magic number of 465, - 
534 and does not take in any large 
urban population area which is im­ 
portant to this area. The problems 
of West Texas just do not mix well 
with the problems of Fort Worth or 
Austin. 


Of the 586 cases handled in 
1970 by William S. McCay, 
adult probation officer for 
Taylor, Jones and Callahan 
Counties, 126 wore in Jones 
County. 
During the year, 29 Jones 
County probationer's terms 
expired, eight were revoked 
and three were dismissed, one 
from 104th District Court in 
Jones County and two from 
the County Court 
There are 29 active proba­ 
tioners 
from 
this 
county 
charged on felonies in 104th 
District Court and 97 misde­ 
meanors in County Court. 
OI 326 probationers on mis­ 
demeanor charges, 291 were 
charges of driving while In­ 
toxicated- 
Check swindling 
ranked second with IO cases 
on the adult probationer’s list. 
There were six probationers 
tor aggravated assault, four 
theft, 
three possession of 
dangerous drugs, three sale of 
alcohol in dry areas, two car­ 
rying 
a prohibited weapon 
and two child desertions. 
Burglary headed the list 


for 
probationers 
in felony 
cases, with 64 
in the three 
county, 
two 
district 
court 
area 
Theft ranked second 
with 49. DW! second offense 
ranked third with 31 and pos­ 
session of marijuana fourth 
with 29. 
There were 289 probation­ 
ers on felony charges and 326 
in misdemeanor charges, for 
a total of active probationers 
of 615. 
McCay’s report included a 
breakdown of the ages of pro­ 
bationers under supervision. 
Of the 615, 202 are between 
21 and 30; 194 are between 
31 and 50; and 141 are be­ 
tween 17 and 20. 
There are only 17 active 
probationers over 61 years 
ai age. There 
are 61 on the 
list between 51 and 60. 
Of the 615, 558 are male 
and 57 female.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF THE 
STATE OF TEXAS: 
Section I. That Article III, 
Section 51-a, of the Texas 
Constitution, be amended to 
read as follows: 
"Section 51-a. The Legisla­ 
ture shall have the power, by 
General Laws, to provide, sub­ 
ject to limitations herein con­ 
tained, and such other limita­ 
tions, restrictions and regula­ 
tions as may by the Legisla­ 
ture be deemed expedient, for 
assistance grants to and/or 
medical care for, and for re­ 
habilitation 
and 
any 
other 
services included in the federal 
laws as they now read or as 
they may hereafter be amend­ 
ed, providing matching funds 
to help such families and indi­ 
viduals attain or retain capa­ 
bility for independence or self- 
care, and for the payment of 
assistance grants to and/or 
medical care for, and for re­ 
habilitation and other services 
to or on behalf of: 
“(I) Needy aged persons 
who are cit!tens of the United 
States or noncitiiens who shall 
have resided within the bound­ 
aries of the United States for 
at 
least 
twenty-five 
(25) 
years; 
“(2) Needy individuals who 
are totally and permanently 
disabled by reason of a mental 
or physical 
handicap or a 
combination of physical and 
mental handicaps; 
"(8) Needy blind persons; 
“(4) Needy dependent chil­ 
dren and the caretakers of 
such children. 
“The Legislature may pre­ 
scribe such other eligibility re­ 
quirements for participation 


in these programs as it deems | 
appropriate. 
"The Legislature shall have ; 
authority to enact appropriate i 
legislation which will enable 
the State of Texas to co­ 
operate with the Government 
of the United States in pro­ 
viding assistance to and/or 
medical 
care on 
behalf of 
needy persons in providing re­ 
habilitation 
and 
any 
0^ 
r 
services included in the fed­ 
eral laws making matching 
funds available to help such 
families and individuals attain 
or retain capability for inde­ 
pendence or self-care, to accept 
and expend funds from the 
Government 
of 
the 
United 
States for such purposes in 
accordance with the laws of 
the United States as they now 
are or as they may hereafter 
he amended, and to make ap­ 
propriations out of State funds 
for such purposes; provided 
that the 
maximum 
amount 
paid out of State funds to or 
on behalf of any needy person 
shall not exceed the amount 
that is matchable out of fed­ 
eral funds; provided that the 
total amount of State funds 
paid for assistance grants for 
needy dependent children and 
the caretakers of the children 
shall not exceed Fifty-Five 
Million Dollars ($55,000,000) 
during any fiscal year. 
"Provided further, that if 
the limitations and restrictions 
herein contained are found to 
he in conflict with the pro­ 
visions of appropriate federal 
statutes, as they now are or 
as they may be amended to 
the extent that federal match­ 
ing money is not available to 
the State for these purposes, 
then and in that event the 


Legislature is specifically au­ 
thorized and empowered to 
prescribe such limitations and 
restrictions 
and 
enact such 
laws as may be necessary in 
order that such federal *ritch­ 
ing money will he available 
for assistance and/or medical 
care for or on behalf of needy 
persons. 
“Nothing 
in 
this 
section 
shall be construed to amend, 
modify or repeal Section 31 
of Article XVI of this Con­ 
stitution; 
provided 
further, 
however, that such medics1 
care, services or assistance 
shall also include the employ­ 
ment of objective or subjec­ 
tive means, without the use 
of drugs, for the purpose of 
ascertaining 
and 
measuring 
the powers of vision of the 
human eye, and fitting lenses 
or prisms to correct or remedy 
any defect or abnormal con­ 
dition of via’on. Nothing here­ 
in shall be construed to permit 
optometrists to treat the eyes 
for any defect whatsoever in 
any manner nor to administer 
nor to prescribe any drug or 
physical treatment whatsoever, 
unless such optometrist is a 
regularly 
licensed 
physician 
or surgeon under the laws of 
this State." 
Sec. 2. The foregoing con­ 
stitutional amendment shall be 
submitted to a vote of the 
qualified electors of this State 
at an election to he held on 
May 18, 1971, at which elec­ 
tion 
the 
ballots 
shall 
be 
printed to provide for voting 
for or against the proposition: 
“The 
constitutional 
amend­ 
ment removing the limitation 
on the total State appropria­ 
tions for assistance grants for 
the needy aged, the needy dis­ 
abled, and the needy blind, and 
setting a limitation on total 
State 
appropriations 
during 
any fiscal year for assistance 
grants for needy dependent 
children and the caretakers of 
such children."

It depends on several conditions . . . and your 
safety hinges on your recognition of these condi­ 
tions. 
Your car may be capable of making I IO miles per 
hour, but 50 miles an hour around some curves can 
cause your car to skid into a costly traffic crash. 
30 miles an hour on rain-slick city streets can be 
an open invitation to disaster. 70 miles an hour on 
rain-slick superhighways can also be deadly. 
Posted speed limits are maximum limits to be 
approached only under ideal traffic, weather and 
road conditions. Because you see a 
70 mile-an-hour speed limit sign, it 
does not mean that you can travel 


that speed—under all circumstances—in safety. You 
may find a 25 mile-an-hour speed limit in some school 
zones, but if children are walking along the street or 
playing nearby, then 25 miles an hour under those 
conditions is obviously too fast. 


It takes a great deal of mature judgement to know 
how fast to safely negotiate all traffic, weather and 
road conditions. Many Texans have this judgement, 
but unfortunately some do not. How about you?

Probation Officer Handles 
126 Cases In Jones County 


One of the major problems fa­ 
cing this session of the I exas Legis­ 
lature is the one of redistricting. 
Every IO years, following thecen- 
sus, the state legislature must re­ 
align the congressional, state sena­ 
torial and state representative dis­ 
tricts. 


T h i s i s always a task that is 
dreaded. And the court’s one man- 
one vote rule has not done anything 
to help the situation. 


This matter of redistricting is 
even more of an issue and a prob­ 
lem for West Texas because of de­ 
clining population. 


There will be a hearing in Abi­ 
lene Friday by the sub-committee of 
Lhc House Committee on Congres­ 
sional and Legislative Redistricting 
to take testimony considering th e 
wishes of the people of West Texas. 


T h i s p a s t we e k the Abi­ 
lene Chamber of Commerce came 
out with a plan for the redistricting 
of both the Legislative and Congres - 
sio n a l districts that meets the court 
requirements as to variations in pop­ 
ulation and seem s to take care of 
'our area of the state pretty well. 


The plan calls for adding 12 coun­ 
ties to the 17th Congressional dis­ 
trict s e r v e d by Omar Burleson. 
This is necessary to come up with 
the required number of people. The 
new 43 -county district would in­ 
clude 465,791 people which is close 
enough to the magic number of 465, - 
534 and does not take in any large 
urban population area which is im­ 
portant to this area. The problems 
of West Texas just do not mix well 
with the problems of Fort Worth or 
Austin. 


Of the 586 cases handled in 
1970 by William S. McCay, 
adult probation officer for 
Taylor, Jones and Callahan 
Counties, 126 were in Jones 
County. 
During the year, 29 Jones 
County 
probationer’s 
terms 


1‘xpired, eight were revoked 
and three were dismissed, one 
from 104th District Court in 
Jones County and two from 
the County Court 
There are 29 active proba­ 
tioners 
from 
this 
county 
charged on felonies in 104th 
District Court and 97 misde­ 
meanors in County Court. 
Of 326 probationers on mis­ 
demeanor charges, 291 were 
rharges of driving while in­ 
toxicated. 
Check swindling 
ranked second with IO cases 
on the adult probationer’s list. 
There were six probationers 
tor aggravated assault, four 
theft, 
three possession of 
dangerous drugs, three sale of 
alcohol in dry areas, two car­ 
ibing 
a prohibited weapon 
and two child desertions. 
Burglary headed the list 


for 
probationers 
in felony 
cases, with 64 
in the three 
county,

arca 
Theft ranked second 
with 49, DWI second offense 
ranked third with 31 and pos­ 
session of marijuana fourth 
with 29.
